THE HY8TERY OF THE 

BLACK TRIAWGLES. 

What Is Coming Over Us ? 

BUFORA Chairman John 
Spencer , has pointed out that, 
unlike ghosts and associated 
phenomena, which have probably 
remained little changed in 2,000 
years, UFOlogy is an evolving 
subject. The blond Nordics of the 
1950s warning of the perils of 
nuclear bombs, have given way to 
the sinister Greys of the 1990s, 
with hints of genetic cross 
breeding. Those researchers not 
engrossed in Roswell corpses and 
abductees, have noticed a new 
type of UFO. The shapes and 
sizes of UFOs have always been 
diverse, but what was new were 
the Silent Vulcans seen over 
Belgium in late 1989 and on into 
1990. (UFOS A Deadly 
Concealment by Derek Sheffield 
(1996) goes into some detail on 
the Belgium flap. Sheffield’s book 
was reviewed by Jenny Randles in 
UFO TIMES Issue No. 43) 
These have given way to an 
assortment of black triangles and 
wedge-shaped craft currently 
being reported over the UK by 
most UFO editors. Graham 
Birdsall, editor of UFO 
MAGAZINE was probably one 
of the first to pick up on these 
strange craft. Were they black 
budget advanced aircraft such as 
AURORA using the extra-long 
runway at RAF Machrihanish ? 
Can a wedge-shaped aircraft 
sometimes described as the size of 
a football pitch hover with very 
little noise ? sounds unlikely ! 
AWARENESS published by 
Contact International UFO 
Research regularly lists such 
reports, with illustrations of four 
triangles on the cover of Vol.2] 
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No. 1. In No.3, there is a report of 
a silent triangle flying slowly and 
silently over Halden Hill South of 
Exeter at an estimated 200 feet, on 
7 August 1996. There were two 
bright lights on the back edge and 
if it had been an aircraft, then it 
was flying backwards ! 
SKYSEARCH magazine, edited 
by Shaun Carr of Saltdean (the 
quality of which now rivals 
BUFORA’s UFO TIMES) keeps 
up to date and its Autumn 1996 
issues carries a 3-page article 
headed RETURN OF THE 
TRIANGULAR CRAFT. This 
includes a similar report a 3 am on 
7 August but seen from the car 
park of a Brighton hospital. When 
overhead a low humming sound 
was heard and the report implies 
that the craft was flying sharp-end 
forward on an East to West line. 
BUFORA has a research project 
dedicated to this aspect of the 
mystery. UFO TIMES has carried 
a number of related reports, 
including a red object seen in the 
Old Trafford area of Manchester 
on 8 February 1996 which was 
described by Steve Mera in Issue 
43. Issue 44, Dec/Jan/Feb. 1997 
outlines a report from Whitley 
Bay on 18 Nov. 1996 investigated 
by Gloria Dixon, and the 
Southport Case of 24 Feb. 1996, 
described by Anthony Eccles who 
says that for a few months this 
object was seen over a greater part 
of the North West of England. I 
have noticed that a good few 
reports have come from people 
experienced in aircraft 
recognition. Omar Fowler, late of 
SIGAP, and who now runs the 
Phenomenon Research 

Association in Derbyshire, has 
published an A4 booklet of 24 
pages on the reports and 
characteristics of the Triangles. It 
is entitled The FLYING 


TRIANGLE MYSTERY (1996) 
and confirms the strangeness of 
these machines. The Ministry of 
Defense office in the Main Building 
in Whitehall (Air Staff 2A), that 
dealt with UFO reports from the 
public, has recently changed its 
policy. This could be due to the 
probing activities of Nick Redfem, 
Richard Conway and Matthew 
Williams in the Public Records 
Office at Kew, plus an increasing 
volume of mail from concerned 
UFOlogists. The bottom line is that 
you will not get much change out of 
Air Staff 2A, MoD, if you mention 
the word ‘UFO’, and giant dark 
flying wedges and triangles appear 
to fall into this category.

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As editor of SUFOG’s 
newsletter, I am often receiving 
personal reports / encounters. I was 
recently sent the following two 
reports, which both happened in 
Wiltshire Read on.. 


Stran£e Luminosity’s 

Witnessed at CherhilL 

Wiltshire in 1993. 

During our ‘crop circle trek’ in 
1993, four of us chanced upon 
some strange lights in the sky. On 
Saturday 7th August we ventured 
up to the summit of Cherhill above 
the White Horse to the Iron Age 
ramparts known as Oldbury 
Castle. The view was stunning and 
we found ourselves asking the 
‘circlemakers’ for a formation in 
the fields below. That night we sat 
around our campsite gazing up at 
a cloudy sky. An Hercules 
transport plane passed overhead 
and for some strange reason it had, 
what looked like, a searchlight 
beam aimed UP into the clouds ! 

About five minutes later Nigel 
called our attention to the summit 
of Morgans Hill in the near 
distance, where we saw two white 
lights just above the crest of the 
down. These two lights, one of 
which was blinking on and off, 
began to move slowly and 
smoothly towards Cherhill (i.e. 
from right to left), hugging the 
hilltop as they went. After a few 
seconds they merged into one light 
which subsequently seemed to lose 
altitude and drop down below the 
summit. It was in front of the hill 
and therefore still visible and as it 
continued on its course from right 
to left it started to dim somewhat. 
Then a second light suddenly 
blinked on behind it and started to 
move in the same direction. Four 
of us watched intently as this 
second light caught up with the 
first one, merged with it and then 
disappeared. The next morning we 
were delighted to find a stunning 
formation beneath the Cherhill 
W'hite Horse. 
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After writing up this account 
later at home, I read it aloud to 
Nigel but he argued the fact that 
the lights had been moving in the 
opposite direction to what I saw. 
Unable to agree, Nigel decided to 
set down his own account before 
asking our two friends exactly 
what they had witnessed that 
night. “I first saw, what appeared 
to be an aircraft with its tail light 
blinking on and oflf, coming in low 
over Morgans Hill from the North 
East and the general direction of 
Cherhill. The two lights merged 
together as if the object was 
turning towards us and at this 
point it descended, remaining 
motionless for a few seconds 
before blinking off and on a few 
times. The light seemed to be on, 
or very close to, the western side 
of Morgans Hill - too close in fact 
and certainly too low for an 
aircraft. Fascinated now, I 
watched as the light moved in a 
southerly direction (i.e. left to 
right) for about five seconds 
before it stopped still and blinked 
again. Another light suddenly 
‘came on’ at the point where the 
first had paused five seconds 
earlier and they were quite some 
distance apart. The second light 
began to move towards the first 
and they seemed to merge 
together before blinking off. The 
whole maneuver lasted for about 
two minutes, both lights gradually 
getting fainter up until the time of 
their disappearance’. 

Without saying why and with 
no prompting, Nigel sought out 
Simon and Chris and asked them 
to describe what they had seen that 
night. When Chris began to 
explain how the lights appeared to 
move from right to left, Simon it 
erupted, saying, “No they 
didn’t ! They went the other 


way !” Uncanny. How is it 
possible that four people could 
watch an aerial display at the same 
time and place and yet see 
something different - two males see 
one thing, two females see 
another ? 

This was first written up as part 
of a report in The Sussex Circular, 
No. 21, September 1993. I was 
fascinated to read on page 154 of 
Michael Hessemann’s Cosmic 
Connection that on the night that 
the Cherhill pictogram appeared 
two members of the London UFO 
Study Group, while skywatching 
on Adams Grave, had filmed a light 
sphere exactly in the direction of 
Cherhill. This sphere descended for 
some seconds in a north-westerly 
direction out of the sky. Also, a 
farm worker claims to have seen a 
light object hovering a field at the 
same time - 1:20 am.

‘Stationary Lfeht Fan Seen At 

Eastfield. Wiltshire - 25.8.97’. 

ABSTRACT 

Tom Trubridge and Paul Hailey 
were observing from Knap Hill on 
the night of 25th August 1997. A 
light, apparently in the hedge in 
Eastfield about half a mile away, 
developed a fan-shaped upward 
directed luminous projection, 
overall size approximately 10 feet 
across. The event lasted about five 
minutes. Next day it was found that 
the ‘hedge’ was in fact a drainage 
ditch, no physical after-effects of 
the event were visible. Halfway 
along the ditch, reckoned to be the 
probable light position, a badger 
(or fox) set was present, the 
entrance leading off the ditch, a 
land drainage pipe end clearly 


visible in the cave-like entrance. 

This event might support any 
hypothesis which includes 
underground springs, collections 
of underground gases, moisture or 
other material as a necessary 
elements in production of 
luminous events which are seen in 
the area. The means of light 
production itself is unknown. 

WEATHER 

The weather had been dry for 
two weeks until two days prior to 
the 25th, when wet weather 
arrived, together with mist and fog 
at night. The night of the 23rd 
produced fine mist, very low 
visibility at Knap Hill, while the 
night of the 24th produced fine 
rain. Rain was persistent on the 
day of the 24th, while on the 25th, 
heavy rain in the morning cleared 
in the afternoon. 

The evening of the 25th 
produced very good night 
visibility up to 2 am, zero cloud at 
night with a last quarter moon 
rising at about 1 am (26th), the 
wind was a stiff breeze from the 
north west at Knap Hill, 
temperature was around 40 - 50 F, 
no mist or fog. 

GEOLOGY OF THE AREA 

Knap Hill, the observation point, 
is part of the chalk hills south of 
Avebury known as the Pewsey 
Downs, the ridge consists of 
‘Upper and Middle chalk’. 
Eastfield lies in the valley on the 
edge of these hills which run east 
- west. The valley is mostly 
‘Middle chalk’, a layer 120 - 150 
feet thick - the chalk about 15 
inches below topsoil, with 
outcrops of greensand and marls. 
The area was glaciated, some 
flints are to be found, along with 
clay deposits on Golden Ball hill, 
adjacent to Knap Hill. The only 
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known surface spring in the 
area lies about 1 mile west of the 
event site, emerging as a pond 
with a greensand base. The Upper 
Greensand lava which is around 
50 to 80 feet thick lies under 
the Lower chalk, and surfaces at 
the spring, and, perhaps 
significantly, as a wedge close to 
the event site. The geological 
map shows that the whole valley 
locality to the west of the event 
site is Upper Greensand, while 
the Eastern part of Eastfield 
has Lower Chalk on top. The 
ditch mentioned may drain into 
the greensand layer to the east 
where it surfaces. 

The general area between 
Avebury and Warminster is well 
known (by those with an 
interest in UFO’s) for nocturnal 
light events of various types. The 
event took place in the area of 
map ref 125E625N OS map 
Swindon & Devizes sheet 173, 
1: 50,000 scale. 

RELEVANT PRIOR 

NIGHTWATCHES. 

Trubridge and Hailey had 
watched from the concrete 
track to the south of 
Woodborough hill (about 1 mile 
south of Knapp Hill) on the 
24th night, nothing significant 
was seen. Trubridge felt that 
presence as observers had been 
useful to ‘link in’ with the area. 

THE SIGHTING NIGHT - 
25TH AUGUST. 

The two watchers parked at 
Knapp Hill car park around 
10.45pm, being fully sober and 
alert. They walked up Knapp Hill 
and decided to walk over the top 
to the south east slope which 
overlooked Tawsmead copse 
(to the south), to avoid the cold 
wind. Visibility over distance was 


good, but insufficient light was 
present to locate the Pewsey 
road, however, the hedge 
indicating Eastfield from the 
next field to the east was visible 
against the lighter field surface. 
Tawsmead copse was only visible 
as a dark area, unidentified as such 
at the time. Woodborough Hill was 
unidentifiable in the dark. 

THE SIGHTING 

Elevation was about 200fl at the 
observing position, compared to 
Eastfield. During conversation 
while sitting it was noticed at 
midnight, that a faint lighted 
area had appeared in Eastfield, 
apparently partly obscured by a 
hedge. This was confusing as 
there was no hedge known in 
that position, towards the south 
east corner of Eastfield. Over a 
few minutes the light developed a 
fan (or wedge) shaped protrusion 
vertically, about 30 degrees of arc 
wide, as if a torch with a wide 
beam was present. Trubridge 
observed with 10 by 40 binoculars, 
and could see the top of the fan 
curling over on itself and moving 
around. Without binoculars, both 
could see the edges of the fan 
shape clearly, and the small light 
at the bottom. After a few 
minutes the light intensity 
diminished slowly until invisible. 

The light hue was similar to 
that of incandescent lamps of low 
power, such as a table lamp with 
shade. The lit area of the fan 
seemed of equal intensity 
throughout its area, the light 
beneath was slightly brighter. 
The edges of the ‘fan’ were 
obvious. 

SOON AFTER THE 
SIGHTING. 

The watchers had not located the 
Pewsey road as no traffic was 


present before the event or until 10 
minutes after the event. A car 
traveling on this road around 
12.20 p.m. surprised both 
watchers by its actual distance, 
placing the light event about 100 
yards closer than the road but 
further away in total distance than 
thought. This distance indicated 
the dimensions of the light event 
were larger than estimated at the 
time, probably 10 feet across for 
the fan, with similar height. Both 
watchers knew the exact event 
location due to the ‘hedge’ line of 
darkness already mentioned. The 
moon rose soon after, revealing 
Tawsmead copse’s location and 
placing the event directly on the 
line joining the copse and the 
observers position. The watch was 
terminated at about 1.10 am. 

THE NEXT DAY. 

On the morning of the 26th, 
Hailey observed the event area 
from the Knap hill car part 
extension track : he had assumed 
that all of Eastfield crop (wheat) 
was harvested. In fact, two 
rectangles of crop were still 
present in the area of the event. 
Both observers visited the event 
site. The event position in the 
‘hedge’ was revealed as being in a 
drainage ditch, a ‘v’ shape about 7 
feet wide with a base about 2 feet 
wide at 3 feet below field surface. 
The ditch sides and bottom were 
filled with long grass (no mud). 
The ditch ran in an east-west 
direction starting from the 
Eastfield boundary hedge already 
mentioned and running into the 
field for about 200 yards. A 
swathe about 30 feet wide of crop 
had been harvested at each side of 
the ditch, leaving two areas of 
standing crop, one between the 
ditch and road, the other to the 
north. The rest of that end of the 
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field had been harvested the week 
before, leaving lines of loosely 
piles hay, and stubble about 6 
inches long. 

The ditch was green with long 
grass, no visible after-effects of the 
event were found. However, the 
estimated event position was close 
to, or at, an unusual physical 
feature. A badger or fox set 
entrance, in the side of the ditch 
and about 18 inches in diameter 
and as deep into the side, was 
observed. Dirt from the hole had 
been piled into a rising slope 
across the bottom of the ditch, 
such that an animal could climb 
the slope onto the field. A clear 
flattened area of grass about a foot 
wide led out from this area on both 
sides of the ditch into the field 
proper. It was therefore assumed 
that this set was in current use, 
even though the crop was mostly 
harvested. At the back wall of the 
entrance hole, and projecting 
about 4 inches from it, was a 4 
inch diameter earthenware 
drainage pipe, effectively two feet 
under the field surface. It was dry. 
The harvested field had absorbed 
the last days of rain and the field 
surface was dry and firm. It was 
observed that the ditch was the 
lowest point of the field in that 
area, with a definite slope upwards 
to north and south and west. It 
was thought possible this area had 
been a pond or bog, drainage pipes 
were laid to remove groundwater 
to the edge of the field. The set 
itself was dry, the ditch was 
slightly moist and soft underfoot 
but not saturated with water. 

During the examination of the 
immediate area of the field, 
Trubridge found a small piece of 
clinker or other material, 
obviously fired at some time. 
There were also pieces of 
earthenware on the surface in the 


vicinity perhaps from previous 
broken drainage pipes. No evidence 
of ‘cropcircles’ was found, some 
areas of standing crop had wind 
damage (lodging). Photographs of 
the set entrance and location were 
taken. 

CONCLUSION 

The observers felt that the 
luminous event was not due to 
human activity - no ambulatory 
lights or other indicators were seen 
in that area of Eastfield on the night 
in question during the observation 
time from 11.15 p.m. to 1.10 am. 
Both observers have experience in 
night watches and particularly in 
spotting people with torches in 
fields at night ! 

Easy viewing of the event from 
the elevation of Knap Hill, and 
excellent visibility, had enabled 
accurate, unobstructed 

observations. The ditch had been 
observable as a dark line across the 
field at event time, the light was in 
the ditch. Binocular observation 
supported naked eye observation. 

The form of the light, its slow 
development and subsequent wane 
in both shape of fan and luminosity 
precluded a torch or other man¬ 
made effect. The fan shape, 
together with the spatial changes in 
dimension during observation time, 
indicated a linear event process. 
Similar fan-shaped lights have been 
observed (Deveraux, 1989), but 
generally of larger dimensions 
essentially projecting into the sky, 
from which ‘balls of light’ can 
emerge to become ‘UFO’s’. 

GENERAL CONCLUSIONS 

This event is felt to give useful 
pointers to the type of conditions 
required for generation of luminous 
events of the ‘earthlight’ class. 
Experimental procedures for 
monitoring this ditch could be set 


up, especially with regards to 
moisture, gas emissions and 
underground measurements. 

POSSIBLE HYPOTHESES 

The general opinion of observers 
is that the origin of nocturnal 
lights is unknown. Some feel that 
‘UFO’s’ are linked with 
extraterrestrial activity, while 
others feel that events stem from 
earth-based physical phenomena. 
Scientific understanding of any 
of these events is limited by 
traditional electromagnetic theory, 
since the lights have an 
unidentified energy source and 
often move very fast. Many 
people who have had multiple 
observations of nocturnal 
luminosity events sense that the 
lights sometimes act ‘as if they 
have conscious awareness of the 
intent of human observers. 

Hypothesis regarding links 
between observer consciousness 
and such events are desirable, but 
at this stage the establishment of 
an active locality for events - to 
give further understanding - would 
be required. It is possible that the 
event site could be one of these, 
the mechanism for the source of 
energy producing the visible lights 
is not understood, neither is the 
manner in which such lights can 
move. 

POSSIBILITIES 

It is felt that these lights may 
represent an opportunity for 
scientists to understand a new 
mode of energy production, while 
for those with more interest in 
consciousness, apparent 

connections between human intent 
and changes in light activity may 
enable understanding of the nature 
of consciousness. 

It is not appropriate here to 
discuss the possible existence of 
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extraterrestrial (‘alien’) activity on 
this planet, or whether such lights 
represent this activity - neither can 
it be ascertained scientifically 
whether the lights represent 
occurrences of ‘fairy’ or other 
earthbome ‘spirits’. These are the 
new and the old traditions 
respectively of our, and many 
other, cultures. Indeed, the work 
of Carl Jung (JUNG) indicate that 
our conscious awareness is but the 
tip of a collective ‘iceberg’ which 
links all peoples and living beings. 
If Carl Jung is correct, then we 
ourselves may be unknowingly 
helping to form the nocturnal 
lights, - research on the lights 
therefore may tell us more about 
ourselves. 

Whatever the source of UFO’s 
and other ‘weird’ phenomena, we 
cannot and should not ignore 
opportunities for person growth 
or understanding, by witnessing 
some of these strange and 
thought-provoking events for 
ourselves.

UFO’s In China... 


Having collected a large 
collection of press cuttings over the 
years (currently approx. 10,500 
cuttings), I often receive a cutting 
that stands out from all the others. 
The Wall Street Journal of 11th 
November 1997 is no exception, 
under the headline : ‘Maoists for 
Martians : Here, UFOs Make For 
Serious Science’. The article looks 
at the Chinese attitude towards 
UFOlogy. According to the article, 
UFOs are a matter of great national 
importance. The Chinese UFO 
Research Association receives 
government grants and it’s 
members include some of the 
nation’s most respected scientists 
and academics - even Communist 
Party members. According to the 
article : ‘These enthusiasts aren’t 
merely trying to prove the 
existence of UFOs : They are 
attempting to figure out what 
makes them fly and then harness 
that power for everyday use in 
China’. According to Prof Sun : 
‘UFO’s are faster than any 
airplane or car and we hope to use 
the UFO phenomenon to resolve 
China’s energy and efficiency 
problems’. According to the article. 
Prof Sun transformed the 
nation’s UFO association from a 
science-fiction club, into a 
national movement with 5,000 
members. Chinese Scientist’s 
such as Gao Ge has been trying to 
build their own UFO’s after 
sighting a UFO themselves. He 
invisions an ellipsoid with tilt 


wings that can take off vertically 
and move like an alien spaceship, 
albeit at subsonic speed. He has 
test flown a wooden prototype, 
and that someday, with his craft’s 
maneuverability and energy 
saving ‘vortex generator’ (a 
device that creates lift much like 
a dragonfly wings). He says 
Beijing Institute has labeled his 
invention top secret and has 
banned him from showing even 
blueprints to outsiders. Another 
associate member, Ma Ruian, 
invisions superfast submarines, 
floating cars and energy-saving 
ships - all powered by his patented 
flying globe. It is based on a 
balloon, with a special release 
valve and the speed could exceed 
that of a rocket. 

Liu Zhongkai, of the Beijing 
Meteorological Bureau, is trying 
to patent a magnetic field that 
produces as much as a third more 
energy than it requires to run on. 
He claims that the magnetic field 
can alter time. “If you live to be 
100 on Earth, in my UFO you 
will be able to live at least 
100,000 years”. He says “his 
self-generating energy machine 
is what UFOs must use to fly 
long distances because they can’t 
use gas. It’s a simple logic thing”. 

Obviously this statement begs 
the question : How do these 
scientists know what makes a 
UFO run, since none claims to 
have ever been inside one. So, 
are we looking in the wrong 
direction. By this, I mean, we 
are constantly looking at what is 
going on in America at Area 51 
and other such sites, but where is 
China’s Area 51 ?

Experience. 

After weeks of planning and 
advertising, the 8th of March had 
finally arrived. Ticket sales had 
been somewhat slow (11 sold 
only), and I had wondered if we 
were going to have another 
poorly attended meeting.

On one particular occasion in 
November 1997 I watched in 
open mouthed amazement as a 
huge silent “triangular” craft 
hovered over my then 
Southampton home... turning 
my head to yell at my wife to 
‘come out and see this thing’ it 
had gone from my view in a 
clear moonlit sky ! An hour or 
two produced no answers from 
various authorities. But next 
morning I phoned, again, a 
friend who was a UFO “buff’, 
who had been out the night 
before, and, cutting short my 
query as to had he been out in his 
garden the previous night he 
launched into a confirmation of 
what I’d seen, since he and four 
others had been in a car traveling 
along the motorway some five 
miles away, at the same time ! 
spotting this craft they stopped 
on the hard shoulder and 
watched for a few minutes as it 
whizzed about in short bursts of 
terrific speed, hovering in 
between, with no noise and at no 
great height ! 

Well, wonder what Kevin 
McClure makes of all that ? A 
mere smidgen of all I’ve 
encountered ! The lad concludes 
by asserting that ‘there’s clearly 
a need to stop the abduction myths 
causing any more damage to 
those it has already taken in’ and 
further : ‘to enable them to realize 
that, simply they are not 
abductees, with all that entails, to 
realize they have all been misled’ 
and that ‘they don’t have to deal 
with those problems any more.

“Angel Hair”.. MIB’s... Roswell. the autopsy.. 

than comes the abductee chapter, Barney and Betty 
Hill, Travis Walton, reasons for, Strieber, Ilkley
